“Don’t  Do  It”  Campaign  Unleased  by  Feds

WASHINGTON,  DC  — 
Health  officials  and  police  in 
several  cities  today  launched  a 
major  new  pn-ogram  to  prevent 
all  gay  male  sexual  activity 
to  halt  the  spread  of  AIDS. 
Officials  in  other  cities  scoffed 
at  the  idea  and  gay  lawyers  are 
preparing  to  sue  everyone. 

Police  departments  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  special  federal¬ 
ly  funded  program,  known  as 
Coitus  Interruptus,  include 
San  Francisco,  Atlanta, 
Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Lin¬ 
coln,  Neb.,  and  Seattle.  Coitus 
Interruptus,  code-named 
Don’t  Do  It,  was  conceived  by 
Reagan  administration  health 
officials  when  AIDS  resear¬ 
chers  reported  that  a  high  pro¬ 
portion  of  gay  men  in  most  ur¬ 
ban  areas  had  changed  their 
sexual  behavior  to  accom¬ 
modate  safe  sex  recommenda¬ 
tions,  but  were  still  having  fun. 

At  a  press  conference  two 
days  ago.  Health  and  Human 
Services  Secretary  Dr.  Peg 
“The  Wig’’  Heckel  explained 
the  heed  for  the  program.  “As 
I’ve  told  you  all  a  thousand 
times,  AIDS  is  our  nation’s 

number  one  health  priority.  Of 
course  it  goes  without  saying 
that  to  stop  the  spread  of  the 
virus,  we  must  destroy  gay 
male  sex  as  we  know  it.  With 
that  in  mind,  Ronnie  and  I  in¬ 
vite  police  departments  across 


the  country  to  participate  in 
this  special  program  to  wipe 
out  depraved  sex  in  their  cities 
and  towns.’’ 

Heckel  said  a  special  ex¬ 
ecutive  appropriation  of  $1.3 
zillion,  more  than  all  other 
federal  spending  on  AIDS 
combined,  had  been  ordered 
by  Reagan  to  fund  Coitus  In¬ 
terruptus. 

In  San  Francisco,  former 
Public  Health  Director  Dr. 
Merlin  Peterpan  said  he  was 
“delighted”  with  the  Don’t  Do 
It  campaign.  “At  last,”  said 
Peterpan  giggling  maniacally, 
“we  get  to  the  heart  of  the  mat¬ 
ter.  Here  in  San  Francisco 
after  months  of  waffling  and 
weighing  ridiculous  political 
ramifications,  I  tried  to  close 
the  bathhouses.  That  was 
DiFi’s  idea.  And  all  those  bit¬ 
chy  queens  moaning  about  it. 
You  just  can’t  please  anyone. 
That’s  why  I  quit.  But  now 
Reagan  and  Heckel  have  come 
up  with  a  plan  that  is  sure  to 
stop  those  buggers,  cut  or  un¬ 
cut.”  A  phalanx  of  muzzled 
San  Francisco  cops  en¬ 
thusiastically  banged  their  billy 
clubs  in  agreement. 

A  special  unit  of  police  of¬ 
ficers,  known  as  the  dick 
detail,  will  begin  roaming  city 
streets,  parks,  public 
bathrooms,  gay  bathhouses 
and  sex  clubs,  porn  movie 
theaters,  lovers’  lanes  and

private  residences  in  order  to 
ferret  out  and  then  interrupt 
men  who  are  about  to  have  sex 
with  one  another.  Armed  with 
RubberGuns,  a  device  — 
recently  developed  by  Tupper- 
ware  and  licensed  for  distribu¬ 
tion  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Food,  Drugs,  Sex  and 
Firearms  —  which  coats  in¬ 
dividuals  with  a  liquid,  quick¬ 
drying  rubber  compound,  the 
dick  details  will  arrest  their 
immobilized  prey  and  “throw 
them  in  jail  for  their  own 
good,”  as  Heckel  put  it. 

Some  health  officials  took  a 
dim  view  of  the  plan.  Jn  New 
York  City,  Public  Health 
Commissioner  Dr.  David  Sen¬ 
sible  scoffed  at  the  idea. 


“That’s  ridiculous,”  declared 
Sensible.  “The  faggots  won’t 
take  this  lying  down,  you 
know.  Imagine  what  a  fix 
those  dicks  will  be  in  when  the 
fairies  jump  them  and  turn 
those  rubber  coater  things  on 
the  cops.  Ha!” 

And  in  Boston  Dr.  Lew 
Polite,  City  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  said  that 
although  he  had  not  been  con¬ 
tacted  by  “the  Wig,”  he 
doubted  the  program  would 
ever  be  used  iri  Boston.  “We 
don’t  have  much  sex  up  here,” 
Polite  explained.  “I  don’t 
think  anyone  has  fucked  in 
years.  Too  cold.” 

Gay  and  lesbian  legal 
workers  are  concerned  that  the 


dick  details,  in  fervent  pursuit 
of  suckers  and  fuckers,  may 
trample  on  gay  men’s  civil 
rights.  Tim  Whiney  of  the 
Lambda  Legal  Offense  and 
Confusion  Fund  said,  “Oh 
God,  this  is  what  we’ve  been 
afraid  of  all  along  —  police 
bursting  into  our  bushes, 
bathhouses  and  boudoirs  to 
bust  us  for  buggery.  But  the 
real  disaster  is  that  rubber  gup 
thing.  A  few  of  us  here  and 
there  may  be  rubber  queens, 
but  do  you  have  any  idea  what 
that  shit  can  do  to  a  girl’s 
pores?  Oh,  Mary!  Don’t  ask.”

Sex  Cops  Nab  Plastic 
Banned  by  Law

NEW  YORK  —  In  a  sur¬ 
prising  pre-dawn  raid,  federal 
officials  swept  through  seven¬ 
teen  Safeway  supermarkets 
throughout  the  city  and 
removed  all  boxes  of  Saran 
Wrap  from  the  shelves.  The 
action  was  in  response  to  an 
ordinance  banning  sexually  ex- 
plicit  images  and  ac¬ 
coutrements.  The  ordinance, 
which  began  as  a  local  in¬ 
itiative,  was  quickly  adopted 
and  signed  into  national  law 
by  President  Jerry  Falwell. 

Saran  was  the  first  to  be 
rapped  by  the  new  law.  Officer 
Dudley  Deeldo  explained  that 
it  falls  into  the  category  of 
“sex  toy”  because  of  the  book 
by  Marabell  Morgan,  The 
Total  Woman,  which  advised 
women  to  greet  their  husbands 
at  the  door  garbed  only  in  the 
transparent  wrap. 

The  ordinance  was  first  in¬ 
troduced  in  New  York  City  by 
feminist  veterinarian  Annie 


MacDork,  who  was  quickly 
supported  by  other  feminist 
groups  such  as  Women  Op¬ 
posed  to  Everything  (WOE) 
and  the  Alliance  Loathing 
Anything  Sexual  (ALAS). 
WOE  and  ALAS  mounted  an 


group.  It’s  wrongheaded  not 
to  recognize  the  specific 
targetting  of  lesbians  by  this 
law.” 

When  questioned  about  the 
somewhat  peculiar  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  new  law,  Mac-

Extensive  medical 
research  on  Lesbian  S/M  sex 
concludes  that  it  can  lead  to  il¬ 
lness.  What  tends  to  happen  is 
that  lesbians  who  experiment 
with  S/M  sex  get  addicted. 
They  spend  so  much  time  teas¬ 
ing  and  fucking  that  they  com¬ 
pletely  disregard  the  healthy 
need  for  eight  hours  sleep,  get 
very  run  down,  and  catch 
colds.  Be  forewarned.  It  is  wise 
to  be  concerned  with  health.  I 
would  never  recommend  get¬ 
ting  involved  with  S/M  sexual 
practices  without  first  getting  a 


prescirption  for  high  potency 
Vitamin  C  pills.  If  you’re  real¬

I’ve  just  started  seeing  so¬ 
meone  who  I’m  really  attracted 
to,  but  it’s  the  same  old  story. 
I’m  sick  and  tired  of  girls  only 
looking  for  one  thing.  I  resent 
feeling  like  I’m  just  there  to 
fulfill  their  emotional  needs. 
But  I  don’t  want  to  have  a  zero 


effective  lobbying  campaign  in 
support  of  the  bill,  although 
they  were  unable  to  explain 
why.  At  presjs  time,  GCN  was 
unable  to  obtain  a  consistent 
statement  from  them. 

Meanwhile,  feminists  op¬ 
posed  to  the  law  have  organiz¬ 
ed  into  Proponents  of  a  Raun¬ 
chy  Nation  (PORN).  PORN 
members  told  GCN  that  the 
Saran  sweep  was  precisely  the 
type  of  harassing  action  they 
had  feared.  Carolyn  Vanguard 
of  PORN  said,  “Studies  show 
that  of  any  demographic 
group,  lesbians  are  the  tidiest. 
They  are  also  the  poorest,  and 
so  most  likely  to  carry  their 
lunches.  You  can  see  here  on 
this  Zen  Diagram  (see  box) 
that  lesbians  clearly  use  more 
Saran  Wrap  than  any  other 


social  life  and  be  called  a 
prude.  What  should  I  do?

Dork  told  GCN,  “It’s  still  a 
good  law.

Marabell  Morgan  was 
unavailable  for  comment,  and 
allegedly  is  at  a  re-education 
camp  in  Salt  Lake  City.

Beefcake  Movies  pr 
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Upholds  lower  court  decision 


High  Court  Splits  4-4  in  Oklahoma  Decision

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  On 
Tuesday,  March  26,  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  announced  in  a 
one-sentence  statement  that  it  had 
reached  a  four-to-four  split  in  the 
case  of  The  Board  of  Education  of 
the  City  of  Oklahoma  City  v.  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force  (NGTF). 
The  statement  did  not  indicate 
how  the  justices  voted.  The 
deadlock  was  made  possible 
because  Justice  Lewis  F.  Powell, 
Jr.,  who  has  just  returned  to  the 
bench  following  surgery  for  pro¬ 
state  cancer,  missed  the  January  14 
•oral  arguments  and  declined  to 
participate  in  the  case. 

Under  Supreme  Court  rules,  a 
tie  vote  automatically  upholds  the 
lower  court’s  decision  in  the  case 
in  question,  but  does  not  serve  as  a 
precedent  for  other  cases. 

Tuesday’s  action,  therefore,  af¬ 
firms  the  ruling  by  the  U.S.  Court 
of  Appeals  for  the  Tenth  Circuit, 
which  held  that  sections  of  an 
Oklahoma  law  ordering  the 
dismissal  of  teachers  who  “ad¬ 


vocate  or  encourage”  homosex¬ 
uality  violate  the  free  speech  provi¬ 
sion  of  the  First  Amendment.  The 
law  at  issue  was  enacted  in  1978  at 
the  urging  of  Anita  Bryant,  and  is 
the  only  law  of  its  kind  in  the  na¬ 
tion.  The  National  Gay  Rights  Ad¬ 
vocates  (NGRA)  immediately 
challenged  the  constitutionality  of 
the  law,  and  after  the  initial  plain¬ 
tiff  dropped  out,  fearing  the  loss 
of  his  teaching  job,  NGRA  invited 
the  NGTF  to  pursue  the  case  on 
behalf  of  its  Oklahoma  members. 

The  Court  of  Appeals  had 
upheld  another  part  of  the  statute 
that  called  for  the  dismissal  of 
teachers  who  engage  in  public 
homosexual  activity.  That  part  of 
the  ruling  was  not  appealed  and 
therefore  was  not  before  the  High 
Court. 

In  the  wake  of  the  ruling,  both 
sides  were  claiming  victory. 
Leonard  Graff,  legal  director  for 
NGRA,  said,  “The  impact  of  this 
case  should  not  be  minimized.  We 
won.  This  is  the  first  win  ever  in 


the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
for  a  gay  cause.  Whatever  the 
vote,  the  bottom  line  is  that  the 
court  affirmed  the  rights  of  in¬ 
dividuals  to  discuss  homosexuali¬ 
ty.  This  is  a  landmark  victory  for 
every  gay  man  and  woman  in 
America. 

“The  case  also  demonstrates  the 
strength  of  the  national  gay  and 
lesbian  community.  Two  national 
organizations  went  into  Oklahoma 
to  challenge  this  law,  we  won  a  vic¬ 
tory,  and  defended  that  victory  all 
the  way  to  the  Supreme  Court. 
That  is  a  remarkable 
achievement.” 

Virginia  Apuzzo,  NGTF’s  out¬ 
going  executive  director,  said, 
“The  Supreme  Court,  in  allowing 
the  lower  court  decision  to  stand, 
has  affirmed  that  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  have  the  same  First  Amend¬ 
ment  rights  as  all  other  Americans. 
The  right  of  teachers,  whatever 
their  sexual  orientation,  to  ad¬ 
vocate  legal  and  social  change  in¬ 
cluding  lesbian  and  gay  rights  is,  as

BOSTON  —  For  the  third  time 
in  as  many  years,  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  have  been  voted  out  of  the 
Democratic  State  Party  Charter. 
The  Charter  Amendment  Com¬ 
mittee,  appointed  by  Party  Cheiir 
Chester  Atkins  and  chaired  by  Joe 
Warren,  rejected  by  3-1  the  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  which  would 
add  “lesbians  and  gay  men”  to  the 
list  of  party  outreach  groups.  If 
the  Committee  had  accepted  the 
amendment,  it  would  then  go  to  a 
full  vote  on  the  floor  of  the  up¬ 
coming  Democratic  Issues  Con¬ 
vention. 

Warren,  along  with  Committee 
members  Laura  Spencer  and  Bar- 
bara,Rowe,  opposed  the  amend¬ 
ment.  Rep.  William  Galvin 
(D-Boston)  cast  the  "only  affir¬ 
mative  vote. 

While  some  lesbians  and  gay 
men  described  their  reaction  as 
one  of  shock,  many  attributed  the 
annual  defeat  to  internal  politick¬ 
ing  in  the  Dukakis  administration 
to  which  Warren  is  said  to  be  close¬ 
ly  tied. 


Others  pointed  more  broadly  to 
increasing  conservatism,  both 
within  the  Democratic  Party  and 
nationally.  The  Democratic  Na¬ 
tional  Committee  voted  at  the  end 
of  January  to  eliminate 
guaranteed  representation  for 
minorities,  including  gay  men  and 
lesbians,  on  standing  party  com¬ 
mittees.  The  move  was  considered 
a  compromise,  stopping  short  of 
abandoning  minority  caucuses  in 
the  Democratic  Party  altogether. 

Gay  Boston  City  Councilman 
David  Scondras,  who  is  asking 
that  the  “no”  vote  be  recon¬ 
sidered,  commented,  “There’s  a 
movement  within  the  Party  to 
become  a  Republican  Party  ...  A 
watered-down  version  of  the 
Democratic  Party .  is  worse  than 
the  Republican  Party.”  Black 
State  Rep.  Byron  Rushing 
(D-Boston),  feminist  activist 
Carolyn  Gritter,  and  Vin  McCar¬ 
thy,  a  gay  man  who  is  treasurer  of 
Boston’s  Democratic  City  Com¬ 
mittee,  co-signed  with  Scondras  a 
letter  to  the  Charter  Committee, 
demanding  a  new  vote. 

While  Ann  Maguire,  liaison  to 
the  lesbian/gay  community  for 
Boston  Mayor  Flynn,  believes 
“responsibility  lies  with  the  people 
who  voted, ’’McCarthy  attributes 
the  loss  to  a  national  trend  toward 
“scapegoating  gays  for  the  pro¬ 


blems  of  the  Democratic  Party.” 
He  also  noted  that  Governor 
Dukakis  was  “hit  from  the  Right 
in  1978”  when  he  lost  to  arch¬ 
conservative  Edward  King. 
“[Dukakis]  may  be  overly  con¬ 
cerned  with  that  [threat]  right 
now,”  said  McCarthy. 

If  no  change  in  the  vote  occurs, 
gay  and  lesbian  Democratic  Party 
activists  will  seek  to  bring  the 
amendment  to  the  floor  of  the 
convention  by  gathering  the  neces¬ 
sary  500  signatures  from  conven¬ 
tion  delegates. 

Jonathan  Handel,  co-founder 
of  the  Cambridge  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Alliance  (CLAGA),  and  one  of  the 
primary  activists  for  the  charter 
amendment,  told  GCN  that  inclu¬ 
sion  of  gay  men  and  lesbians  as  an 
outreach  group  is  “a  symbolic 
statement  in  a  largely  unread  plat¬ 
form.”  However,  Handel  and 
others  believe  that  the  statement 
would  provide  opportunities  for 
more  contact  with  the  rest  of  the 
Party.  In  addition,  the  charter 
statement  is  read  aloud  at  caucus 
time  in  all  town/ward  committees. 

At  a  press  conference  on  Friday, 
March  22,  called  by  the  Boston 
Lesbian/Gay  Political  Alliance 
(BLGPA),  the  Mass.  Gay  Political 
Caucus  and  Boston  Ward  5 
Democratic  Committee,  activists 
protested  the  Charter  exclusion 
and  charged  Dukakis  and  Atkins 
with  lack  of  support. 

Ray  Gottwald,  an  openly  gay 
member  of  the  Democratic  Party 
Platform  Committee,  told  GCN, 
“Dukakis  wants  to  avoid  con¬ 
troversy  at  the  [Issues] 
convention.”  Gottwald,  who  said 
he  “felt  like  resigning”  from  the 
Platform  Committee  after  the 
vote,  but  didn’t  described  the 
governor’s  response  to  gay  and 
lesbian  issues  as  “one  of  not  ad¬ 
dressing  them.”  Handel  noted 
that  while  Dukakis  does  not  op¬ 
pose  the  state  gay  rights  bill,  he  has 
lent  no  tangible  support  to  its 
passage.  “And  [the  governor]  has 
a  dismal  record  on  AIDS

the  Tenth  Circuit  rules,  ‘at  the  core 
of  First  Amendment  protection.’” 

Larry  Lewis,  the  attorney  who 
argued  for  the  Oklahoma  City 
Board  of  Education,  had  a  dif¬ 
ferent  opinion:  “We  also  consider 
it  a  victory.  I  am  quite  sure  that 
what  will  happen  is  that  the  legis¬ 
lature  will  simply  seek  to  pass  a 
new  law.” 

This  marks  the  second  time  in  a 
year  that  the  Court  has  failed  to 
issue  a  definitive  decision  in  a  case 
involving  gay  and  lesbian  rights. 
Last  May,  after  originally  agreeing 


to  hear  a  case  challenging  the  con¬ 
stitutionality  of  New  York’s  solici¬ 
tation  law,  the  Court  decided  to 
dismiss  the  case.  In  that  situation, 
similarly,  the  gay  man  whose  ar¬ 
rest  had  triggered  the  suit,  John 
Uplinger,  had  won  a  favorable 
decision  from  the  lower  court.  Just 
last  month,  the  Court  refused  — 
over  the  strenuous  objections  of 
Justices  Marshall  and  Brennan  — 
to  hear  the  appeal  of  an  Ohio 
guidance  counselor  who  was  dis¬ 
missed  after  telling  her  co-workers 
she  was  bisexual. 


Boston  Protests 


Political  theater  at  anti-war  protest. 


BOSTON  —  Lesbians  and 
gay  men  were  well  represented 
at  a  Central  American  solidari¬ 
ty  protest  here  on  Saturday, 
March  23.  Designed  as  a  funer¬ 
al  march  for  all  those  killed  in 
the  U.S. -sponsored  wars  in  the 
region,  the  protest  served  to 
publicize  the  growing  Pledge  of 
Resistance  movement  which 
demands  an  end  to  all  U.S.  sup¬ 
port  of  “contra”  mercenaries 
undermining  the  Sandinista 
revolution  in  Nicaragua,  as  well 
as  U.S.  support  for  repressive 
governments  in  El  Salvador, 
Guatemala  and  Honduras. 

David  Perrigo,  a  gay  man 


who  gave  the  opening  address 
at  the  rally,  told  the  crowd  of 
1,500  people  about  the  differ¬ 
ences  between  his  first  trip  to 
Nicaragua  in  1984  and  his  re¬ 
cent  visit  there  this  past  winter. 
He  described  how  much  poorer 
his  Nicaraguan  friends  are  now 
as  a  consequence  of  the  war.  He 
also  related  the  news  he  had  re¬ 
cently  received  that  a  friend  of 
his  had  been  the  only  person 
left  alive  after  a  “contra”  raid 
on  a  teacher’s  brigade.  Follow¬ 
ing  Perrigo’s  speech,  gay  City 
Councilor  David  Scondras 
pledged  to  join  civil  disobedi-

Ban  Sought  on 
Gay  Counselors

CINCINNATI  —  Councilman 
J.  Kenneth  Blackwell  has  asked 
City  Manager  Sylvester  Murray  to 
“assess  the  best  procedure”  to 
change  hiring  policy  so  “gay  ac¬ 
tivists  and  advocates”  cannot 
counsel  people  at  risk  for  AIDS  in 
City  health  clinics. 

Blackwell  wrote  his  letter  to 
Murray  after  a  City  health  worker 
called  into  a  radio  talk  show  to  res¬ 
pond  to  homophobic  statements 
by  the  debunked  Dr.  Paul 
Cameron.  Apparently  assuming 
that  Dr.  Ronn  Rucker,  a  clinical 
sociologist  at  the  City’s  STD 
Clinic,  was  gay,  Cameron  attacked 
him  on  the  air.  Rucker,  who 
counsels  people  with  AIDS  and 
others  at  risk,  had  called  WCKY- 
AM  after  Cameron  said  gay  men 
should  be  quarantined. 

Claiming  he  was  “deluged” 


with  calls  from  people  who  were 
“really  bugged”  by  Rucker, 
Blackwell  scheduled  his  own  ap¬ 
pearance  with  WCKY  talk-show 
host  Jan  Mikelson. 

On  WCKY,  Blackwell  echoed 
his  letter  to  Murray:  “An  advocate 
of  homosexuality  cannot  counsel 
his  brethren  as  a  principal  player  in 
our  fight  against  AIDS  [and  can¬ 
not]  serve  the  public  interest.” 

Blackwell’s  letter  also  called 
AIDS  “an  optional  disease” 
caused  by  freely-chosen  acts,  and 
compared  it  to  cancer  from 
smoking  or  alcoholism  from 
drinking.  He  added  that  he  wants 
to  “shield  potential  victims”  by 
hiring  only  counselors  with  “un¬ 
wavering  objectivity”  —  not  ones 
who  think  homosexuality  is  “nor¬ 
mal  and  desirable.”

“The  best  available  estimates  are  that  80  to  90 
percent  of  sexual  harassment  of  children  is  commit¬ 
ted  by  male  family  members.

organizing  against  rape  at  fresh  pond 

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  A  recent  women’s  safety 
workshop  here  focused  on  ways  women  can  defend 
themselves  against  rape,  particularly  while  jogging, 
according  to  the  Cambridge  Chronicle.  The  workshop 
was  one  of  a  series  of  meetings  organized  after  two 
recent  attacks  on  women  runners  at  Fresh  Pond  —  a 
rape  and  an  attempted  rape. 

Terrie  Antico  from  Women’s  Safety  Educa¬ 
tion  Inc.  cautioned  the  group  of  approximately  25 
about  Walkmans  as  a  major  obstacle  to  alertness.  An¬ 
tico  also  stressed  the  importance  of  women  trusting 
their  “radar”  about  potential  rapists,  calling  a  friend 
or  police  and/or  joining  other  people  if  they  believe 
they  could  be  in  danger.  Some  of  the  women  atten¬ 
ding  pointed  out  that  strangers,  including  police,  are 
not  always  responsive  to  requests  for  help,  especially 
with  regard  to  potential  attacks. 

Organizing  for  a  safer  Fresh  Pond  in  particular 
began  after  the  November  5,  1984,  rape  of  a  woman 
near  the  Lusitania  Soccer  Field  at  the  Pond.  As  a 
result  of  a  mid-December  meeting,  a  group  of  12  peo¬ 
ple  formed  the  Fresh  Pond  Safety  Network. 

Now,  as  the  weather  gets  warmer,  safety  could 
become  a  bigger  problem  at  Fresh  Pond  and  other 
popular  running  areas,  at  least  until  the  summer 
crowds  arrive. 


improper  conduct 

HAVANA  —  Responding  to  the  controversial 
film,  “Improper  Conduct,”  the  Cuban  government  has 
denied  charges  of  repression  of  gay  people,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Pink  Triangle. 

The  film,  criticized  as  anti-communist  and  racist 
by  some  gay  and  straight  leftists,  looks  at  the  mis¬ 
treatment  of  Cuban  gay  men  since  the  revolution,  in¬ 
cluding  their  internment  and  subsequent  exile. 

The  Cuban  newspaper  Granma  devoted  a  half¬ 
page  article  in  its  international  edition  to  criticism  of 
a  French  television  program  that  had  repeated  many 
of  the  charges  against  Cuba  made  in  “Improper  Con¬ 
duct.”  And  a  Cuban  official  has  been  quoted  as  say¬ 
ing  that  the  film  is  part  of  “a  disinformation  campaign 
to  blacken  Cuba’s  image  in  Western  countries.” 

Cuban  officials  do  admit  that  special  internment 
camps  existed  for  gay  people. 


Still  ain’t  satisfied,  9000  march 

TORONTO  —  In  the  largest  International 
Women’s  Day  celebration  ever  here,  9000  people 
joined  a  feminist  walking  tour  of  the  downtown  area 
on  March  9. 

A  coalition  of  women  representing  labor  unions, 
the  reproductive  rights  movement,  solidarity  and 
peace  groups,  the  disabled,  and  immigrants  or¬ 
ganized  the  march  and  a  week-long  series  of  events. 
Inspired  by  last  year’s  “Not  in  Our  Name”  rally  in  New 
York  City,  the  theme  was,  “Still  Ain’t  Satisfied... 
Women  Organize  for  Change.” 

Demonstrators  called  for  reproductive  freedom, 
money  for  adequate  housing,  battered  women 
shelters,  and  better  daycare.  The  tour  included  stops 
at  the  headquarters  of  Ontario  Hydro,  a  nuclear  power 
facility  and  at  the  U.S.  Consulate,  where  the  pro¬ 
testers  denounced  U.S.  policies  in  Central  America 
and  Canadian  complicity  in  them. 

The  tour  ended  at  Eaton’s,  a  major  department 
store  where  employees  have  been  on  strike  since 
November.  The  company  refuses  to  recognize  seniori¬ 
ty  in  promotions,  will  not  allow  arbitration  for  appeal¬ 
ing  dismissals,  and  proposes  breaks  be  prohibited 
unless  the  store  isn’t  “busy.”  The  store  had  been 
closed  recently  by  two  pickets  -supported  by 
feminists. 

The  marchers  approached  the  store  en  mass. 
Strikers  out  front  spontaneously  led  over  3000  of  the 
protesters  into  the  store.  Inside  Eaton’s,  the  strike 
supporters  covered  display  cases  and  mannequins 
with  thousands  of  “Boycott  Eaton’s”  stickers,  chant¬ 
ing  and  generally  obstructing  all  business  transac¬ 
tions. 

Police,  apparently  nonplussed,  stood  by,  but 
took  no  action. 


religious  leaders  speak  out 
for  “compassion” 

NEW  YORK  —  Meeting  last  month  at  an  inter¬ 
faith  forum  on  religion  and  AIDS,  a  group  of  Jewish, 
Roman  Catholic  and  Protestant  leaders  issued  a  joint 
statement  caliing  for  “compassion”  for  people  with 
AIDS,  according  to  the  New  York  Times.  The  group 
chalienged  assertions  from  other  religious  leaders 
that  the  disease  was  a  punishment  from  God. 

Rabbi  Balfour  Brickner  of  the  Stephen  Wise  Free 
Synagogue  compared  gay  men  today  to  Jews  in  the 
Middle  Ages  who  were  accused  of  causing  the  plague 
by  contaminating  the  wells  of  Europe.  “Jews  were 
falsely  accused  and  put  to  death,”  he  said.  Similarly, 
homosexuals  are  charged  with  causing  a  medical 
epidemic  of  which  they  are  the  victims  rather  than  the 
cause,  he  said.  “The  effects  of  ignorance  and  bigotry 
are  terrifying  and  lethal.” 

Reverend  Carl  Flemister,  executive  minister  of 
the  American  Baptist  Churches  of  Metropolitan  New 
York,  criticized  fundamentalist  preachers  such  as 
Jerry  Falwell  for  pushing  the  notion  that  AIDS  is 
divine  retribution.  The  fact  that  this  idea  is  popular, 
Flemister  said,  “shows  that  we  haven’t  gotten  our  act 
together  on  sexuality  in  the  religious  community.” 

In  the  question  and  answer  period,  several 
audience  members  charged  Archbishop  John  J. 
O’Connor  of  New  York  with  fueling  hostility  to  gay 
people  by  refusing  to  comply  with  Mayor  Koch’s  anti- 
discrimination  order.  Monsignor  Basler  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Diocese  of  Brooklyn,  which  has  complied 
with  Koch’s  order,  conceded  there  is  “ambiguity” 
toward  homosexuality  in  the  Catholic  Church,  but 
claimed  there  is  plenty  of  compassion  for  those  who 
have  AIDS.

“unfinished  business”  —  selma  to 
montgomery 

MONTGOMERY,  AL  —  The  1985  50-mile  march 
from  Selma  to  Montgomery,  reenacting  the  1965 
voting  rights  march  led  by  Martin  Luther  King,  is  seen 
as  a  step  in  building  greater  Black  solidarity.  The 
march,  which  ended  March  7  in  Montgomery,  also  em¬ 
phasized  building  resistance  to  ongoing  attacks  on 
voting  rights  enforcement  in  Black  Belt  counties  of 
Alabama. 

John  Lewis,  beaten  20  years  ago  on  the  Edmund 
Pettus  Bridge  in  Selma,  now  a  member  of  the  Atlanta 
City  Council,  told  the  Guardian  he  believed  the  march 
helped  raise  the  issue  of  “unfinished  business  that 
we  qeed  to  be  about  —  not  just  in  Alabama  or  the 
south,  but  throughout  this  country.” 

Lewis  also  sees  a  serious  effort  to  recreate  the 
coalition  “that  we  had  during  the  1960s.  I  think  we  can 
see  it  in  spite  of  the  insensitivity  of  the  Reagan  ad¬ 
ministration.  There  are  people  prepared  to  struggle, 
to  organize  and  to  continue  to  fight  to  make  this  coun¬ 
try  so'mething  different  and  something  better.”

Gershman  will  not,  however,  publish  lesbian 
romance  novels  —  she  considers  lesbian  literature  to 
be  feminist  and  does  not  want  to  publish  feminist 
works.

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AIDS  Conference

BOSTON  —  On  a  sunny  Satur¬ 
day,  March  23,  the  AIDS  Action 
Committee  (AAC)  attracted  over 
200  people  —  mostly  men  —  to  its 
one-day  conference:  Living  With 
AIDS:  Our  Community  in  Action. 

Focussing  on  the  political 
organizing  and  personal  concerns 
raised  by  the  AIDS  epidemic,  the 
conference  had  workshops  on 
everything  from  AIDS  101  to  Gay 
Rage:  Mourning  and  Bereave¬ 
ment. 

Cindy  Patton,  the  chairperson

of  the  steering  committee  of  AAC 
and  one  of  the  conference  organiz¬ 
ers,  told  GCN  the  idea  of  the  con¬ 
ference  was  to  give  people  a  sense 
they  can  do  things.  “We  tried  to 
structure  the  workshops  around 
action;  workshop  presenters  were 
asked  to  give  concrete  suggestions 
about  what  people rf:an  do.”  She 
pointed  to  workshops  such  as 
Staying  Well:  Exercise,  Nutrition 
and  Stress  Reduction;  Safe  Sex; 
and  the  Gay  Movement  and  AIDS 
Organizing  as  examples  of  the 
practical  approach. 

Patton  noted  that  many  —  she 
estimated  up  to  half  —  of  those  at¬ 
tending  the  conference  are  people 
who  have  previously  been  largely 
uninvolved  in  political  organizing. 


The  conference  also  was  notable 
for  its  above-average  outreach  to 
the  deaf  men’s  community,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  whom  attended  sessions 
throughout  the  day. 

In  the  opening  remarks  of  the 
day,  Diego  Lopez,  clinical  director 
of  Gay  Men’s  Health  Crisis 
(GMHC)  in  New  York,  told  the 
audience  that  “gay  rage”  is  a 
positive  motivating  factor  in 
political  organizing.  Lopez  noted  a 
phenomenon  in  New  York  City 
which  he  terms  “AIDS  envy.”  He 


said  a  number  of  gay  men  with 
ARC  have  expressed  a  wish  to  get 
AIDS,  and  several  have  maintain¬ 
ed  their  lives  were  better  for  get¬ 
ting  AIDS.  Ascribing  such  a  reac¬ 
tion  to  internalized  homophobia, 
Lopez  maintained  that  mistreat¬ 
ment  from  without  must  be  fo¬ 
cussed  back  outward  in  order  for 
an  individual  to  remain  emotional¬ 
ly  healthy.  “We  cannot  accept 
anything  less  than  equal  rights  as  a 
citizen  who  pays  taxes  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  That’s  what  we  have  to  do 
with  gay  rage,”  he  added.  Lopez 
said  that  gay  people  have  to  shed 
the  notion  they  have  been  brought 
up  to  believe  that  “American 
society  will  take  care  of  us  if  we 
behave.”  Of  the  AIDS  crisis. 


Looks  at 


Lopez  said  gay  people  are  viewed 
as  “expendable.”  He  added,  “The 
rest  of  society  is  not  going  to  look 
out  for  us  the  way  we  will  look  out 
for  one  another. ..  .We  must 
become  ambassadors  of  (quality] 
health  care  and  ambassadors  of 
dignified  dying.”  Lopez  conclud¬ 
ed  “Rage  is  a  response  to  teach 
with ....  It  is  the  only  response  we 
can  win  with.” 

A  workshop  on  discrimination 
and  stigmatization  was  presented 
by  Kevin  Cathcart,  director  of  the 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates  and 
Defenders  (GLAD),  and  Geno 
Lipsky,  a  man  who  lost  his  job 
when  his  employer  discovered  he 
had  AIDS. 

Cathcart  began  by  describing 
some  past  and  on-going  cases  which 
GLAD  has  worked  on  involving 
medical  institutions  and  health 
care  providers  who  have  refused 
treatment  to  people  with  AIDS. 
Cathcart  said  in  some  instances 
health  care  providers  took  actions 
“completely  unrelated  to  what  the 
risks  [in  treating  people  with 
AIDS]  are.” 

Because  of  handicap  laws,  Cath¬ 
cart  said,  people  with  AIDS  have 
greater  legal  protections  than  gay 
men  generally  but  are  “also  in  the 
woi%t  position  [for  health  reasons] 
for  carrying  on  long-term  lawsuits. 
But  neither  housing  nor  job 
discrimination  cases  have  come  to 
GLAD,  in  part,  he  said,  because 
people  with  AIDS  often  don’t 
have  the  energy  to  fight  such  cases 
in  court. 

There  have  been,  however, 
other  cases  which  involve 
discrimination  against  lesbians 
and  gay  men  fuelled  by  AIDS 
hysteria.  Cathcart  said  GLAD 
recently  took  a  case  of  a  gay  man 
whose  child  custody  and  visitation 
rights  are  being  challenged  because 
his  wife  believes  he  will  pass  AIDS 
on  to  his  daughter.  The  man  does 
not  have  AIDS. 

However,  Cathcart  believes  the 
greatest  increase  in  discrimination 


School  Investigates 
Gay  ‘Enticement’

CARVER,  MA  —  Two  parallel 
investigations  are  being  conducted 
to  determine  if  a  male,  seventh- 
grade  teacher  in  this  southeastern 
Massachusetts  town  violated  any 
laws  or  school  policies  by  taking  a 
13-year-old,  male  student  to  a 
Boston  Bruins  hockey  match  or  by 
giving  the  youth  a  copy  of  the 
James  Kirkwood  novel  P.S.  Your 
Cat  Is  Dead. 

To  date,  no  charges  of  wrong¬ 
doing  have  been  made,  and  the 
superintendent  of  schools  for  the 
Plymouth-Carver  regional  school 
district  said  that  “business  as 
usual”  will  prevail. 

The  investigations  —  one  by 
Plymouth  County  District  At¬ 
torney  William  C.  O’Malley  and 
one  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  —  came  as  a  result  of  com¬ 
plaints  filed  with  the  district  at¬ 
torney’s  office  by  the  youth’s 
parents. 

According  to  reports  in  the 
Boston  Herald,  the  parents  ob¬ 
jected  to  their  son’s  English 
teacher  at  the  Gov.  John  Carver 
School  giving  him  several  paper¬ 
back  books  including  the  Kirk¬ 
wood  novel;  offering  their  son  a 
ride  home;  and  taking  him  to  a 
Bruins  match  in  Boston.  “When 
you  read  the  book,  it  puts  homo¬ 
sexuality  in  such  a  nice  light,  like 
it’s  something  nice  to  try.  It’s  kind 
of  like,  ‘I’m  here,  you’re  here,  so 
why  not?”’  the  student’s  mother 
is  quoted  as  saying.  There  are  con¬ 
tradictory  reports  as  to  whether 
the  books  were  part  of  an  English 
assignment  or  meant  for  outside 


reading. 

The  parents  called  the  Plymouth 
County  district  attorney’s  office 
on  Friday,  March  22,  and  charged 
the  teacher  with  trying  to  “entice” 
their  son  to  be  gay.  A  state  police 
officer  interviewed  the  parents, 
but  according  to  District  Attorney 
O’Malley,  “Our  investigation  has 
not  revealed  any  criminal 
activity.”  The  investigation  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  take  several  more  days. 

The  accusations  by  the  boy’s 
parents  were  discussed  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Carver  School 
Committee  on  Monday,  March  25. 
No  action  was  taken,  according  to 
school  committee  chair  Erwin 
Washburn,  although  the  matter 
was  referred  to  the  larger  Ply- 
mputh-Carver  Regional  School 
Committee.  The  regional  school 
committee  then  asked  Bernard 
Sidman,  superintendent  of  the 
Plymouth-Carver  regional  school 
district,  to  investigate  and  report 
back  by  Tuesday,  April  2. 

“I  don’t  expect  a  hell  of  a  lot  to 
come  out  of  it,”  Washburn  said. 
“I  don’t  think  he’ll  be  accused  of 
anything  except  maybe  poor  judg¬ 
ment.”  Washburn  said, the  school 
committee  had  looked  into  placing 
the  still-unidentified  teacher  on  a 
paid  leave  of  absence  “without 
prejudice,”  but  discovered  that 
such  an  arrangement  is  against  the 
law. 

Washburn  said  the  teacher  is 
popular  with  students,  who  have 
come  to  his  defense.  “He’s  an  ex¬ 
cellent  English  teacher  who  came 
here  with  excellent  character 


references....  He  does  take  kids 
out  to  hockey  games  and  such, 
[and]  has  never  imposed  himself 
on  them.” 

Adding  to  the  controversy 
around  the  English  teacher  are  two 
unrelated  personnel  issues  at  the 
Gov.  John  Carver  School:  another 
school  teacher  is  being  investigated 
on  charges  of  physically  abusing 
students,  and  the  school’s  prin¬ 
cipal  has  been  asked  to  resign  for 
reasons  unconnected  to  the  charges 

against  the  teachers.

[funding],”  he  added. 

Handel  and  others  also  criticiz¬ 
ed  Dukakis’  failure  to  address  the 
selective  harassment  and  arrests  of 
gay  men  here  by  state  police  and 
MDC  police,  failure  to  appoint  a 
lesbian  to  the  state’s  Women’s 
Commission,  and  failure  to  ap¬ 
point  open  lesbians  and  gay  men  as 
judges,  or  to  positions  in  state 
government. 

Gottwald  told  GCN  the  Charter 
Committee  offered  to  work  out  an 
unofficial  outreach  plan  for  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  in  lieu  of  public 
recognition  in  the  Charter.  “Why 
should  we?  What  would  be  the 
benefit?”  said  Gottwald. 

At  the  same  time,  some  activists 
suggested  that  better  coalition¬ 
building  efforts  between  lesbians 
and  gay  men  and  people  of  color 
and  feminists  would  have  made  a 
difference.

cases  will  come  about  as  a  result  of 
the  HTLV-III  antibody  test.  “In 
occupations,  such  as  the  military, 
the  test  may  be  viewed  as  a  marker 
for  homosexuality.”  Emphasizing 
that  gay  men  not  donate  blood,  he 
also  said  that  gay  men  who  need  to 
have  their  blood  tested  in  the 
course  of  their  medical  care  be 
specific  about  what  their  blood 
may  or  may  not  be  tested  for. 

Many  of  the  audience  questions 
centered  around  the  antibody  test, 
but  Cathcart  said  unless  a  person  is 
part  of  a  research  study  or  is  under 
a  trusted  medical  care  provider’s 
orders  to  do  so,  gay  men  should 
not  take  the  test.  “Insurance  com¬ 
panies  caTi  ask  you  if  you  have 
tested  positive  for  HTLV-III  and 
refuse  coverage  if  you  test  positive 


for  a  pre-existing  condition.  Once 
you  have  the  test,  there  is  no  way 
back  from  that.”  Of  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  touting  of  the  antibody 
test,  Cathcart  said,  “The  headlines 
say  the  AIDS  test  will  make  the 
blood  supply  safer;  well,  Margaret 
Heckler  is  lying.”  He  said  the 
Heckler  press  conference  announ¬ 
cing  the  licensing  of  the  test  occur¬ 
red  on  a  Saturday  to  minimize 
public  response  from  groups 
which  opposed  the  test. 

Cathcart  told  the  assemblage 
that  a  major  obstacle  to  gay  civil 
rights  are  the  sodomy  laws  which 
still  exist  in  25  states  and  ad¬ 
vocated  working  on  the  repeal  of 
those  laws.  In  addition,  he  sug¬ 
gested  that  people  donate  money

Dalton,  chair  of  BLGPA,  told 
GCN  the  vote  should  be  an  “eye- 
opener  for  those  people  who  have 
been  resisting  seeing  gay  people  as 
related  to  all  other  oppressed 
groups.”  “We  haven’t  done  our 
homework,”  she  said. 

Other  gay  men  and  lesbians  who 
worked  on  the  amendment  agree 
that  more  coalition  work  could 
have  been  done,  but  don’t  believe 
it  would  have  resulted  in  a  “yes” 
vote.  Gottwald  pointed  out  that 
the  charter  amendment  and  now 
the  signature  drive  have  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  minority  caucus  and 
the  Mass.  Caucus,  and  support 
from  labor  groups  is  expected. 

While  no  lesbian  and  gay 
Democratic  activists  seem  to  be 
turning  away  from  the  Party  as  a 
result  of  the  negative  vote,  many 
expressed  increasing  disillusion¬ 
ment.  “Paul  Kirk  [new  chairman 
of  the  Democratic  National  Com¬ 


mittee]  sent  us  to  the  back  seat  of 
the  bus,”  Michael  Colantuono, 
vice-chair  of  BLGPA,  told  GCN. 
“We  have  to  find  a  strategy  to 
cope  with  so-called  friends.”  “I 
feel  we’re  doing  all  the  right 
things,”  said  Gottwald,  “When 
you  play  by  the  rules,  it’s  very 
disheartening  not  to  be  accepted.” 
Gottwald  also  said  he  believes  the 
gay  and  lesbian  community 
“needs  to  be  a  little  more  cautious 
before  throwing  our  support  to 
candidates.”  Handel  told  GCN, 
“I’m  going  to  think  carefully 
about  how  I’m  using  my  time, 
money,  and  energy.” 

And  Dalton,  commenting  on 
the  “mainstreaming”  efforts  of 
the  Democratic  National  Commit¬ 
tee,  said  the  Democratic  Party  in 
Massachusetts  “keeps  telling  us, 
‘We’re  different.  We’re  pro¬ 
gressive,’  but  [gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  are]  just  going  to  get  blocked 
again.”

Dear  GCN: 

For  all  his  knowledge  about  “Latin  sexuality,” 
Paul  Kutsche  has  seriously  misrepresented 
Nicaragua  in  his  letter  which  appeared  in  the 
March  16  issue  of  GCN. 

What  is  with  this  new  wave  of  gay  white  ac¬ 
tivists,  i.e.  Allen  Young,  Scott  Bronstein,  etc.  and 
now  Paul  Kutsche,  who  seem  to  have  nothing  bet¬ 
ter  to  do  than  trash  Latin  American  movements 
of  national  liberation  based  on  their  political 
agenda  and  their  conception  of  gay  life  in  Cuba  or 
Nicaragua?  In  the  case  of  Cuba,  1  have  not  been 
able  to  respond  because  I  don’t  know  enough 
about  the  situation. 

However,  in  the  case  of  Nicaragua  I  can  re¬ 
spond. 

I  refer  readers  to  the  most  recent  issue  of  Sin 
Fronteras,  A  Gay  Latino  Journal  in  which  1  docu¬ 
ment  my  experience  in  Nicaragua  as  a  gay 
ChicanoMexicano  man.  1  came  away  with  a  far 
different  perception  of  the  Nicaraguan  reality, 
partly  because  1  went  to  Nicaragua  as  a  brother, 
not  as  a  foreigner. 

First  of  all,  who  is  “us,”  Paul?  Are  you  claim¬ 
ing  to  be  part  of  the  Nicaraguan  reality  because 
you  share  a  sexual  preference  with  gay  Nica  men? 
As  a  gay  ChicanoMexicano  living  in  the  US,  I 
don’t  feel  part  of  the  great  (white)  gay  family 
here,  and  neither  do  the  gay  Nicaraguan  men  I 
met  during  my  visit  in  July  1984.  The  strongest 
link  1  felt  with  gay  and  straight  Nicas  was  as  a 
latinoamericano,  not  as  a  gay  man. 

I  found  the  Nicaraguan  people  relatively  re¬ 
laxed  and  ready  to  kick  back  when  the  situation 
was  appropriate.  I  got  drunk  with  three  San- 
dinista  soldiers  in  a  small  town  less  than  10  miles 
from  the  Honduran  border.  I  found  it  relatively 
easy  to  connect  with  gay  Nicas  in  Managua.  Ob¬ 
viously  1  had  a  different  experience  from  Paul’s 
and  I  do  not  think  the  atmosphere  is  anti-sexual 
and  nose  to  the  grindstone. 

Sure  the  people  are  working  very  hard... 
they’re  fighting  a  war  made  in  the  USA  and  re¬ 
building  a  massively  underdeveloped  economy 
where  shampoo  is  $8  a  bottle,  tuna  $5  a  can,  and 
toilet  paper  a  precious  commodity.  But  they  are 
fully  human  and  they  celebrate  all  aspects  of  be¬ 
ing  free  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives.  Every¬ 
where  I  went,  I  heard  music,  1  saw  smiles,  1  felt 
love. 

I  also  talked  to  a  government  official,  a 
Supreme  Court  justice,  and  his  calm,  non¬ 
homophobic  answer  to  my  question  about  the 
laws  surrounding  homosexuality  made  perfect 
sense  for  Nicaragua.  There  are  no  laws  which 
make  homosexuality  illegal.  Period.  Can  the  US 
government  make  the  same  claim?  There  would 
be  laws  protecting  gays  if  gays  in  Nicaragua 
decided  they  were  important  enough  to  struggle 
for. 

Paul’s  conclusion  that  the  government  official 
viewed  homosexuality  as  a  problem  a  la  Final 
Solution  is  a  rather  warped  inference.  The  woman 
could  have  easily  meant  that  the  problem  of 
homosexual  liberation  as  opposed  to  homosexual 
extermination  is  not  as  pressing  as  the  survival  of 
the  Sandinista  government. 

Kutsche  almost  wants  to  see  anti-gayness  in 
everything  he  interprets  about  the  Nicaraguan 
reality. 

Now,  I  haven’t  had  the  privilege  of  touring 
Central  American  capitals,  but  I’m  a  bit  uneasy 
when  I  hear  Guatemala  and  Honduras  being 
favorably  compared  to  Nicaragua  based  solely  on 
ambiente  (this  refers  to  gay  atmosphere).  Is  this 
your  only  concern,  Paul? 

I ’m  getting  sick  and  tired  of  white  gays,  allured 
by  latinos,  who  spend  time  propping  up  their  anti¬ 
communist  positions  with  diatribes  about  Cuba, 
and  now,  Nicaragua.  You  have  a  right  to  reject 
these  experiments  in  human  and  economic 
organization,  but  don’t  pass  yourself  off  as  gay 
progressives,  holding  up  the  banner  of  the  great 
gay  family,  defending  “our”  human  rights.  Why 
not  just  be  honest  and  admit  that  you’re  into  the 
ambiente  latino,  and  that  the  scene  is  hotter  in 
Guatemala  and  Honduras. 

However,  as  far  as  Nicaragua  is  concerned,  the 
problem  is  not  its  lack  of  ambiente.  The  problem 
is  right  in  your  backyard,  Paul,  and  if  you  are 
really  concerned  about  human  rights,  I  suggest 
you  use  some  of  the  energy  you  exf>end  on  explor¬ 
ing  latino  gay  life  to  deal  with  your  country’s  pro¬ 
blems.  Or  better  yet,  go  join  Allen  Young  in  his 
Massachusetts  vegetable  garden  and  leave  us 
alone.

Dear  GCN: 

Cindy  Patton’s  recent  “Heterosexual  AIDS 
Panic”  might  have  been  too  angrily  worded  for 
another  former  GCNer,  who  complained  in  a  let¬ 
ter  here  that  Patton  exaggerates  and  even  incites 
homophobic  responses  to  AIDS.  But  unfor¬ 
tunately,  the  gay  press  is  not  as  powerful,  or  even 
as  widely  read,  as  that  letter  suggested. 

More  importantly,  outside  of  gay  and  liberal 
ghettos,  opinons  about  AIDS  and  gay  people  ■ 
range  from  uninformed  to  cruelly  bizarre.  And 
the  responses  emerging  from  government  and 
some  medical  researchers  as  different  kinds  of 
heterosexual  AIDS  cases  pop  up  sure  prove  the 
racism  and  homophobia  behind  the  poor  atten¬ 
tion  given  the  epidemic  to  date.  That  was  Patton’s 
best  point. 

But  Patton’s  critic  argues  that  the  public  is  suf¬ 
fering  from  inertia,  not  from  panic  about  AIDS. 
Sorry  —  the  silent  majority  syndrome  is  not 
neutral.  American  passivity  may  be  pathetic,  but 
it’s  also  convenient  for  this  mean-spirited  system. 

Finally,  just  because  a  writer  is  not  as  dry  and 
understated  as  the  New  York  Times  does  not 
mean  one  is  sensationalist  and  the  other  is  objec¬ 
tive.

Dear  GCN, 

Since  you  asked  1  would  like  to  say  something 
about  the  place  I  am  doing  time  at.  When  I  was 
placed  in  population,  I  met  another  woman  and 
we  immediately  became  good  friends.  I’d  ask  her 
to  point  out  who  were  the  lesbians.  “She’s  gay, 
and  so  is  she...”  I  learned  that  more  than  a  half  of 
the  population  were, homosexuals.  I  was  astonish¬ 
ed! 

Given  another  month,  however,  I  found  out 
why  a  great  percentage  were  “gay.”  Homosex¬ 
uality  is  the  biggest  “game”  here.  Rumors  had  it 
that  1  was  a  “stud”  and  1  was  “competition”  to 
others.  I  found  this  very  amusing  at  first.  So-and- 
so  was  supposed  to  be  my  woman,  and  then  it  was 
someone  else.  It  was  news  to  me.  I’d  been  staying 
mainly  to  myself  and  was  “observing”  everyone. 

For  years  I  feel  I  have  been  defending  myself 
and  my  sisters  who  are  lesbians.  Somehow  I 
thought  it  would  be  different  here.  Especially 
when  1  first  learned  so  many  women  were  “gay.” 
Now  I  feel  like  I  am  defending  more  than  ever 
Ijefore.  But  I  have  learned  there  is  nothing  I  can 
do  and  not  many  at  all  1  can  turn  to. 

I  see  new  womyn  come  in  and  you  give  half  of 
them  2  weeks  to  a  month  and  they  are  “gay.” 
Then  there’s  the  repeaters  who  already  know  the 
game.  (You  get  to  asking  yourself  how  many  real¬ 
ly  are  gay  and  this  is  the  only  place  where  they  can 
get  what  they  want,  so  they  “repeat”  a  lot.) 

Anyway,  if  you  ask  them,  “Are  you  gay?”  you 
may  get  a  “yes.”  But  if  you  ask  “Are  you  a  les¬ 
bian?”  you  get  a  “No!”  That  is  a  dirty  word. 
Have  we  confused  definitions  somehow?  With 
the  stereotype  of  the  “gay”  womyn  here,  being  a 
homosexual  is  only  a  preference  of  sex.  They  do 
not  know,  or  care  to  know,  what  a  homosexual  is, 
really  is.  To  them  it’s  nothing  Political.  And 
there’s  no  type  of  womyn’s  movement  for  equali¬ 
ty  and  acceptance  here. 

They  feel  “proud”  to  lead  others  to  believe 
they  are  heavily  involved,  but  most  of  these 
womyn  wouldn’t  know  how  to  make  love  to  one 
another,  let  alone  do  it.  Some  kiss  and  hold 
hands,  and  to  them,  that’s  being  a  lesbian.  You 
hear  talk  of  “pussy”  and  “giving  head”  a  lot,  but 
it’s  only  talk. 

And  because  of  these  womyn’s  games,  the  only 
comfort  you  can  get  is  through  words.  I  can  think 
of  many  times  all  I  needed  was  a  hug,  or  to  hug 
someone  else.  But  that’s  considered  sexual.  1  am 
in  a  single  room  and  like  to  braid  my  hair,  but 
when  I  do  it  myself  I  make  a  mess  (smile).  I  can’t 
ask  anyone  else  to  do  it  because  that  is  also  con¬ 
sidered  sexual  contact.  This  is  one  of  the  places 
where  we  lesbians  pay  for  the  straight  womyn’s 
games. 

There  is  nothing  wrong  with  womyn  loving 
womyn.  1  wonder  if  society  will  ever  accept  this?  1 
know  with  settings  like  this  prison  it  will  be  one 
battle.  The  surrounding  cities  must  think  we  are 
all  a  bunch  of  queers.  HA! 

There  is.  one  lady  here  who  I  can  talk  to  on 
many  subjects  including  homosexuality.  She  is  a 
comfort.  I  have  very  deep  and  strong  feelings  for 
her  and  1  totally  respect  her  for  what  she  is.  She 
knows  more  than  I  do  on  homosexuality  and  also 
on  the  womyn’s  movement.  My  definition  of  les¬ 
bianism  is  not  only  a  sexual  statement,  but  also  a 
Political  one\  1  write  to  other  womyn,  some  in¬ 
carcerated,  others  not.  1  get  the  strength  I  need  to 
survive  here  from  them.  I  thank  all  of  them  for 
the  support  they  give  me.  More  Power  To  Us 
All!! 

I’ve  learned  a  lot  since  I’ve  been  here.  I’ve  also 
grown  a  lot.  I  feel  stronger  than  I  ever  have.  I 
know  once  1  am  released  I  will  have  a  lot  to  offer 
to  the  homosexual  society  and  also  to  my  woman. 
I’ve  come  out  of  the  closet  (almost)  and  1  like  who 
I  am.  Once  I  leave  I  will  help  to  “fight”  with  my 
sisters  for  equality  to  men  and  with  my  brothers 
and  sisters  to  free  homosexuals  of  society’s 
stereotypes.

Dear  GCN: 

As  progressive  Lesbians  and  Gays,  we  would 
like  to  express  our  happiness  with  David  Scon¬ 
dras’  outstanding  record  as  city  councilor.  These 
could  be  disheartening  times  —  with  another  four 
years  of  a  right-wing  Republican  Administration 
and  the  referendum  defeat  in  Houston.  However, 
we  are  encouraged  that,  right  in  our  own  commu¬ 
nity,  there  are  people  like  David  Scondras  who 
are  helping  to  unite  the  growing  opposition  to 
war,  racism,  and  reaction. 

As  Lesbians  and  Gays,  we’ve  benefitted  from  , 
the  skill  with  which  David  guided  the  Human 
Rights  Ordinance  through  Boston  City  Council 
and  from  the  persistence  that  he  has  shown  in  get¬ 
ting  it  implemented.  His  courage  in  the  face  of  a 
hostile  press  in  asking  health  coverage  for  his 
lover  helped  to  further  legitimize  a  loVe  that  once 
“dared  not  speak  its  name.” 

Equally  important  is  David’s  work  in  other 
areas.  To  his  job  on  the  city  council,  David  takes 
his  years  of  experience  with  the  housing  move¬ 
ment  in  the  Fenway,  a  neighborhood  under  the 
threat  of  arson  for  profit.  Such  sensitivity  makes 
him  a  valuable  addition  to  the  City  Council. 

David’s  work  has  gone  beyond  carrying  out  his 
job:  While  on  one  of  the  daily  noon-time  pickets 
again.st  Deak-Perera,  a  firm  dealing  in  racist 
South  African  currency,  some  of  us  were  proud  to 
see  David  put  the  weight  of  his  office  against  sell¬ 
ing  for  apartheid  in  Boston  by  getting  arrested 
along  with  Mel  King. 

This  last  year  saw  David  in  Nicaragua  as  an 
observer  to  the  elections  there.  His  return  co¬ 
incided  with  the  height  of  the  so-called  MiG  scare. 
The  war  hysteri^being  drummed  up  threatened  to 
add  to  the  7,500  deaths  Nicaragua  has  already 
suffered  from  the  contra/Cl  A  war  waged  from  its 
borders.  David  stood  out  as  one  of  the  rare 
sources  telling  the  truth  about  the  elections  and 
the  crisis.  His  work  to  make  sure  the  truth  got  out 
included  hosting  a  press  conference,  writing  an  op 
ed  piece,  and  doing  educational  work  in  City 
Hall. 

It  is  with  a  record  such  as  this  and  with  spokes- 
people  such  as  David  out  of  which  the  strength 
and  unity  of  the  movements  will  grow.  We  believe 
this  unity  will  eventually  turn  back  the  tide  of  the 
Right  —  from  Ronald  Reagan  to  the  abortion 
clinic  bombers,  from  apartheid  to  homophobia.

Planning  for  Pride  ’85

Just  barely  three  months  away  is  that  one  day  so  many  people  wait  for  with  joy  and 
anticipation.  It’s  a  day  to  walk  down  the  street  arm-in-arm  with  their  lover  and  be  able  to 
kiss  without  fear  of  recrimination.  It’s  a  day  to  raise  their  fist  over  their  head  in  a  symbolic 
gesture  of  solidarity.  It’s  a  day  to  proclaim  that  they’re  fighting  for  their  rights  and  fighting 
for  their  lives.  What  day  is  it?  It’s  Gay  Pride  Day,  happening  this  year  on  Saturday,  June 
1 5th  (Raindate;  Sunday,  June  16th). 

1985  will  see  the  lesbian  and  gay  community  of  New  England  celebrating  15  years  of 
Pride  in  Boston.  This  year’s  march  promises  to  be  colorful  and  noisy!  More  chanting,  more 
banners  and  floats  (we’ll  be  sending  out  information  about  our  float  and  banner  contest), 
more  music,  especially  from  Boston’s  own  new  marching  band! 

The  2nd  Annual  Festival  will  be  located  on  the  Boston  Common  Ball  Park.  An  entrance 
of  over  60  feet  wide  will  eliminate  that  cattle-herding,  closed-in  feeling  many  of  you 
experienced  last  year.  We  will  be  requesting  a  $1.00  DONATION,  and  those  who  support 
the  celebration  in  this  manner  will  receive  a  numbered  raffle  ticket  eligible  to  win  many 
prizes  during  the  event.  Of  course,  those  not  wishing  to  support  gay  pride  in  this  way  will  not 
be  restricted  or  barred  from  entering. 

Some  will  be  disappointed  to  hear  that  we  will  not  be  repeating  the  hot-air  balloon  this 
year,  but  we  think  they’ll  enjoy  a  larger  food  and  refreshment  emporium  while  listening  to 
speakers  Virginia  Apuzzo,  Gil  Gerald,  and  Barney  Frank;  and  entertainers  such  as  Teresa 
Trull  and  Barbara  Higbie,  Tom  Wilson,  and  more  to  be  announced  (we’re  still  waiting  to 
hear  from  Tom  Robinson  and  other  entertainers). 

Our  Anniversary  celebration  is  shaping  up  well,  but  here’s  a  few  questions  you  may  have, 
and  we’d  like  to  answer. 

The  Pride  Planning  Committee  only  meets  a  few  months  out  of  the  year,  right? 

No,  the  Planning  Committee  meets  year-round  (except  July  &  August  which  are  used  for 
social  gatherings,  picnics,  parties,  etc.),  and  tries  to  create  an  awareness  of  lesbian/gay  pride 
365  days  a  year. 

Is  it  true  that  you  only  need  a  few  people  to  work  that  day? 

No.  In  addition  to  the  20  or  so  committee  members  who  have  been  working  on  decision¬ 
making,  fundraising,  organizing  and  outreach  during  the  year,  we  need  many,  many  other 
volunteers  to  work  on  security,  concessions,  parade  marshalling,  logistics,  set-up,  etc. 

Do  I  have  to  be  part  of  a  contingent  to  march? 

No,  you  can  march  as  an  individual,  or  with  the  mixed  group  of  lesbians  and  gay  men,  or 
with  a  group  of  your  choosing  upon  looking  at  all  the  banners.  Those  contingents  planning 
to  march  should  notify  the  Parade  Coordinators,  so  that  they  may  be  assigned  a  position  for 
lin^-up  at  Copley  Square. 

Could  my  mother  (brother,  father,  sister,  friend,  etc.)  who ’s  straight  march  with  me? 

Yes.  There  are  no  restrictions  on  who,  or  how  many  can  march  (the  more  friends  and  family 
you  bring,  the  better),  and  certainly  it’s  a  wonderful  and  warm  thing  to  do  for  yourself  on 
your  day. 

Do  I  have  to  pay  $1.00  to  get  into  the  festival? 

No,  the  $1.00  donation  is  not  a  fee  or  payment  of  any  sort.  It  is  a  way  for" you  to  voluntarily 
support  the  committee,  and  more  importantly,  the  continued  existence  of  a  gay /lesbian 
pride  celebration  in  Boston.  Those  who  donate  $1.00  (or  more)  at  the  entrance  will  get  a 
special  raffle  ticket  (per  each  $1.00  donated)  and  be  eligible  for  many  prizes. 

Is  it  true  that  the  committee  made  a  large  profit  last  year  and  continues  to  throw  away  money 
on  more  commercialization? 

Last  year  the  committee  for  the  first  time  in  history  went  into  the  red,  but  only  by  $61 .  This 
was  mostly  due  to  the  change  in  format  and  the  insurance  fees  (liability  and  weather).  With 
so  many  people  attending,  and  with  nearly  45  organizations  and  businesses  fundraising  at 
the  festival,  the  committee  felt  that  it  was  necessary  to  protect  the  participatnts  and  their 
personal  investments.  Also  good  percentages  of  the  budget  supplied  festival  goers  with 
Pride  T-shirts,  portable  bathrooms,  refreshments,  and  quality  entertainment  representative 
of  gay  and  lesbian  America. 

Do  people  get  paid  for  the  work  done  on  the  Pride  Committee? 

No  member  of  the  committee  receives  any  funds  for  work  they  do  on  the  committee.  All 
members  attend  and  participate  on  a  strictly  volunteer  basis.  Persons  who  are  paid  for 
services  are  interpreters,  sound  engineers  and  equipment  suppliers,  stage  manager,  and 
lawyers.  Donations  to  organizations  are  made  for  their  volunteers  on  the  day  of  the  festival 
(this  is  called  a  community  pay-back  program). 

Does  advertising  in  the  Pride  Program  Book  really  help  my  business? 

We  think  so.  With  a  free  distribution  of  1 5,(X)0  copies  to  cities  like  Ogunquit,  Provincetown, 
Hartford„and  the  Greater  Boston  area,  your  ad  is  seen  by  all  those  who  are  planning  to  visit 
Boston  on  Pride  Day  and  will  plan  to  stop  in  at  your  shop  or  location.  You  can  increase  your 
response  by  giving  the  public  something  with  your  ad  —  a  percentage  off,  or  a  dollar  amount 
discount.  Those  organizations  that  will  be  sponsoring  a  special  event  should  also  make  sure 
it’s  listed  in  the  calendar  of  events. 

Will  you  continue  to  offer  stories  and  editorials  in  the  Pride  Program  Book? 

Yes,  especially  since  this  issue  will  be  a  special  souvenir  program  to  celebrate  the  15th 
Anniversary  of  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  in  Boston. 

Last  year  I  had  to  wait  in  a  long  line  to  get  into  the  festival  and  then  there  wasn ’t  enough 
room  to  sit  down  and  view  the  stage.  Wilt  this  year  be  different? 

Definitely!  We’re  working  on  a  layout  design  that  would  increase  the  viewing  (and  sitting) 
area.  Plus  with  the  removal  of  60  feet  of  fencing  there  should  be  very  little  waiting  (if  any)  to 
enter  the  festival  site.  Also  food  and  beverages  will  be  in  a  tented  area  that  will  still  allow  for 
maximum  view  of  the  stage  for  those  enjoying  the  various  wares  of  the  concessions. 

Do  I  have  to  wait  to  get  my  gay  pride  T-shirt  at  the  bar  or  on  Pride  Day? 

No.  T-shirts  are  available  now  through  mail  order,  and  we  will  announce  other  locations 
they  will  be  sold  at  as  our  supplies  are  distributed.  You  can  order  your  T-shirt  by  sending  a 
check  or  money  order  to  Pride  Celebrations,  Inc.,  c/o  Saint,  235  Washington  Avenue, 
Winthrop,  MA  02152.  T-shirts  will  come  in  all  sizes  (S,M,L,XL,XXL)  and  are  available 
with  either  the  regular  sleeve  or  in  the  muscle  shirt.  They  are  1(X)%  cotton  and  *v/// shrink 
when  washed.  They  come  in  either  black  or  raspberry.  Over  the  heart  is  this  year’s  local 
slogan  “No  Regrets!  Fifteen  Years  of  Gay/Lesbian  Pride.  Boston  1985.’’  Those  who  do 
NOT  wish  for  their  T-shirt  to  say  lesbian  or  gay  MUST  request  an  “innie”  T-shirt.  (They  say 
“No  Regrets!  Fifteen  Years  of  Pride.  Boston  1985”).  Orders  that  do  not  specify  innies  will 
be  sent  outties.  Please  make  sure  you  include  all  information  when  ordering,  and  send  $8.00 
per  T-shirt,  plus  $3.(X)  for  shipping  and  handling  (3.00  shipping  and  handling  will  cover  2 
shirts  maximum.  Each  additional  (2)  shirts  must  have  an  additional  $3.00).  Buttons  will  be 
available  after  May  1st.  Please  allow  4  to  6  weeks  for  delivery.  No  orders  received  after 
May  31st  will  be  guaranteed  to  arrive  in  time  for  Pride  Day. 

Is  Gay  Pride  supposed  to  be  political  or  celebratory? 

The  Annual  Lesbian/Gay  Pride  Celebration  is  designed  to  offer  something  for  everyone. 
This  does  not  mean  it  is  all  things  to  all  people  —  a  concept  no  one  organization  can  provide. 
It  is  both  political  and  celebratory,  and  allows  the  individual  his/her  right  to  exercise  their 
own  freedom  of  speech  and  belief. 

For  some  it  exists  as  a  celebration  of  what  rights  and  freedom  we  have  obtained  since 
the  Stonewall  Riots  (the  birth  of  Gay  Pride  Celebrations),  while  others  see  it  as  a  day  to 
politically  exercise  their  voice  and  their  actions.  The  Pride  Planning  Committee  only  wishes 
to  stress  that  all  participants  not  take  any  actions  that  may  endanger  them¬ 

selves  or  others  (fighting,  nudity,  obscenity,  provocation,  usage  of  drugs,  weapons,  or  other 
objects,  etc.).  The  Committee  can  proudly  say  that  it  has  been  incidence  and  violence  free 
for  7  years. 

Will  my  family  and  friends  or  employers  see  me  on  TV  or  in  the  newspaper? 

The  chances  are  very  slim,  mostly  because  they^  would  have  to  be  concentrating  on 


specifically  locating  you  in  a  sea  of  faces.  Most  of  the  camera  shots  taken  of  Pride  show  a 
vast  group  of  people  with  small  or  obscured  faces.  There  are  some  exceptions:  The  opening 
or  lead  banner,  politicians  and  other  notables,  flamboyant  dress  or  actions,  and  stage 
performers. 

Will  there  be  first-aid  facilities,  child  care,  and  other  services  offered  at  the  Festival? 

Yes,  this  year  we  will  have  a  tented  area  for  both  first-aid  and  child  care.  Other  services  we 
will  provide  are  interpreters  for  the  hearing-impaired  and  seating  sections  for  the  physically- 
challenged  and  chemically-free.  If  there  are  other  services  you  feel  need  to  be  available, 
please  let  us  know,  and  we’ll  be  happy  to  accommodate  you.  Some  organizations  will  be 
providing  their  services  at  their  booths. 

Wow,  you  offer  a  lot,  and  I  didn 't  realize  all  the  work  and  people  involved!  I’d  like  to  help, 
but  I  just  don ’t  have  the  time  (don ’t  have  the  skills,  don ’t  have  the  ability  to  get  to  Boston 
for  meetings,  etc.).  Is  there  something  else  that  I  can  do? 

YES,  YES,  YES!  People  who  offer  services  we  use  (printing,  xeroxing,  typesetting,  etc.), 
free  of  charge,  or  can  volunteer  use  of  their  vari  or  small  truck  on  Pride  Day  to  help  with 
transporting  equipment  and  supplies,  or  are  willing  to  do  first-aid  and/or  child  care  on  Pride 
Day,  please  let  us  know!  Those  who  can’t  donate  time,  services,  skills,  or  vehicles,  maybe 
you  can  donate  what  we  need  most  of  all  — MONEY.  Even  though  our  budget  is  smaller 
than  last  year,  what  trickles  in  from  T-shirt  sales,  bar  fundraisers,  solicited  donations,  etc., 
doesn’t  come  close  to  what  we  need  to  maintain  a  successful  event.  Your  donation  of  $5.(X), 
$10.(X),  $25.00  or  more,  is  gratefully  appreciated.  And,  at  your  request,  we’d  be  happy  to  list 
you  as  a  Friend  of  Pride  in  the  Program  Book  for  a  donation  of  $25.00  (Sponsor  —  $50.00 
and  Patron  at  $100.00).  Donate  for  the  many  who  aren’t  free  to  be  with  us  on  our  special 
day,  or  donate  to  Pride  in  the  name  of  your  favorite  group  or  organization.  Send  all 
donations  to:  Pride  Celebrations,  Inc.,  P.O.  Box  8916,  Boston,  MA  02114-8916.

Bruce  Hall 


CHICAGO  —  Bruce  Hall,  a 
Black  gay  man,  and  one  of  two 
United  Airlines  flight  atten¬ 
dants  dismissed  by  the  airline  in 
1983  after  being  diagnosed  with 
AIDS,  died  on  February  12  due 
to  complications  from  AIDS. 
While  the  other  man.  Gar 
Traynor  of  San  Francisco,  had 
won  the  right  to  back  pay  and 
reinstatement  (See  GCN,  Vol. 
12,  No.  30),  Hall’s  case  is  still 
unresolved. 

Tim  Hodgen,  Hall’s  lover  of 
three  years,  said  the  Flight  At¬ 
tendants  Union  intends  to  con¬ 
tinue  fighting  for  Hall’s  rights, 
and  hopes  to  force  manage¬ 
ment  at  United  to  come  up  with 
a  humane  policy  for  people 
with  AIDS,  according  to'  Gay 
Life. 

Traynor  won  the  right  to 


back  pay  and  reinstatement 
when  his  case  was  submitted  to 
binding  arbitration.  Arbitrator 
Martin  Wagner  ruled  that 
United  was  wrong  to 
characterize  flight  attendants 
with  AIDS  as  health  hazards. 

Hodgen  and  Pat  Friend  of 
the  Flight  Attendants  Union 
believe  the  Traynor  decision 
will  probably  apply  to  Hall’s 
case.  Hall’s  estate  could  receive 
the  back  pay,  which,  Hodgen 
said,  could  help  pay  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  $50,(XX)  Hall  incur¬ 
red  in  medical  bills  for  1984 
alone. 

Hall  turned  30  in  December 
and  was  supported  during  his 
illness  by  his  family,  Hodgen, 
and  friends  in  the  gay  com¬ 
munity.

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Queer  Beefcake  for  a  Straight  Market

In  the  beginning  was  Robbie 
Benson.  Then  came  Matt  Dillon-. 
Now  the  word  has  been  made  flesh 
—  again  —  and  it  is  called  Mat¬ 
thew  Modine.  Ever  since 
Hollywood  has  discovered  that 
male  flesh,  especially  young  male 
flesh,  can  be  as  powerful  an  in¬ 
ducement  to  movie-going  as  that 
of  the  opposite  gender,  we  have 
been  deluged  with  likely 
specimens.  Some,  like  rock-and- 
roller  Rick  Springfield  in  Hard  to 
Hold,  ended  up  being  the  merest 
crumbs  in  the  world  of  beefcake. 
Others,  like  Matt  Dillon,  have 
platformed  their  careers  and  gain¬ 
ed  recognition  for  their  acting 
talents  as  well  as  their  physical 
allure.  Movie-goers  are  now  being 
treated  to  the  newest  contestant  in 
this  hunk-of-the-month 
marathon:  Matthew  Modine. 

A  relatively  new  face  —  and 
body  —  to  film  audiences,  Modine 
is  currently  being  featured  in  three 
major  releases.  He  is  Mel  Gibson’s 
younger  bank-robbing  brother  in 
Gillian  Armstrong’s  Mrs.  Soffel, 
the  idealistic  high  school  wrestler 
in  Harold  Becker’s  Vision  Quest, 
and  .now,  in  Allen  Parker’s  Birdy, 
as  the  semi-visionary,  sometimes 
catatonic,  Vietnam  veteran  who 
thinks  he  is  a  bird.  Not  only  a 
looker,  Modine  also  has  a  great 
screen  presence  and  remarkable 
acting  ability.  But  all  of  these 
assets  aside,  there  is  also  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  the  correct  packaging.  Great 
beauties  and  great  talents  have 
both  failed  in  movies  because  they 
have  not  been  packaged  correctly: 
pieced  together  and  sold  to  fit  not 
only  the  audiences’  desires  and

fantasies,  but  also  their  social  and 
sexual  expectations  and  boun¬ 
daries. 

Besides  his  youth,  looks  and 
talent,  Matthew  Modine  has  the 
added  advantage  of  appearing 
“sensitive.”  “Sensitive”  is  a 
marketable  commodity  in  films 
these  days,  especially  for  men. 
Robbie  Benson  is  a  “sensitive 
wimp,”  Sean  Penn  is  a  “sensitive 
tough,”  Timothy  Hutton  is  a 
“sensitive  middle-class  boy.” 
Matthew  Modine  has  avoided  all 
these  modifiers;  he  just  comes 
across  as  “sensitive.”  Now  to  a  lot 


of  audiences,  “sensitive”  equals 
“queer:”  thus  the  need  for  proper 
packaging. 

This  problem  isn’t  evident  so 
much  in  Mrs.  Soffel  where  Modine 
plays  a  close  second  to  Diane 
Keaton’s  acting  and  Mel  Gibson’s 
sultry  looks.  But  it  begins  to  sur¬ 
face  in  Vision  Quest  where  his  high 
school  jock  character  is  totally 
alienated  from  his  wrestling  team 
and  from  most  of  his  classmates. 
Although  good  at  sports,  he  is  an 
outcast  and  treated  with  some 
mistrust  and  suspicion  by  his 
peers.  Fearing  that  his  outcast 


status  coupled  with  his  sensitivity 
(and  his  slow-starting  heterosex¬ 
uality  in  a  weak  sub-plot)  might  be 
“misunderstood,”  the  writers  and 
producers  felt  a  need  to  make  his 
non-gayness  a  real  issue.  Early  in 
the  film,  a  travelling  salesman 
makes  a  casual  pass  at  him,  and 
Modine  responds  by  removing 
himself  from  the  room  and  then 
doing  a  bracing  set  of  pushups. 
Later  he  asserts  that  just  because 
he  is  a  virgin  doesn’t  make  him 
queer.  Still  later  his  verbalized  fan¬ 
tasy  of  picking  up  an  old  man  hit¬ 
chhiking  is  terminated  by  a 
homophobic  punchline. 

Vision  Quest  is  filled  with 
homoerotic  images  of  male  flesh, 
male  wrestlers  with  their  muscles 
straining  and  their  asses  up  in  the 
air,  and  a  close  buddy/buddy  rela¬ 
tionship  between  the  young  man 
and  an  older  male  friend.  The  im¬ 
agery  is  so  strong  that  the  film  has 
to  counter  it  with  homophobia. 
Even  the  language  that  the  other 
men  use,  as  John  Morrone  in  the 
New  York  Native  points  out,  is 
fraught  with  homophobic,  if  cod¬ 
ed,  references. 

The  problem  is  even  worse  in 
Birdy.  Here  Modine  plays  a  young 
man  who  thinks  he’s  a  bird.  After 
an  excruciating  experience  in  Viet¬ 
nam,  he  becomes  catatonic  and  ac¬ 
tually  begins  to  act  like  a  bird.  The 
film  is  structured  through  a  series 
of  flashbacks  prompted  by  his 
buddy/best  friend,  but  explicitly- 
not-lover,  Nicholas  Cage,  who  is 
trying  to  break  through  the 
catatonia.  If  the  male  bonding  in 
Vision  Quest  is  representative  of 
“athletic  friendships”  (to  quote 


Edward  Carpenter),  the  relation¬ 
ship  in  Birdy  is  something  of  a 
cross  between  Wuthering  Heights 
and  The  Three  Faces  of  Eve.  There 
is  an  intensity  between  the  two 
men  which  Hollywood  usually 
reserves  for  young  or  doomed 
love. 

In  the  present-tense  scenes  in  the 
film  we  are  treated  to  a  mostly 
naked  Modine,  perched  like  a 
pigeon  on  his  bed  frame  or  the 
floor,  while  Nicholas  Cage  alter¬ 
nately  screams  at  him  or  cradles 
him  in  his  arms.  The  flashbacks 
bring  us  a  teenage  version  of 
Scenes  From  a  Marriage.  Modine 
and  Cage  hang  out  together,  train 
birds  together,  go  to  the  beach 
together,  work  out  together.  Sure, 
they’re  best  friends,  but  the 
homoerotic  subtext  here  goes  a  lot 
deeper  than  the  usual  buddy 
movie.  Most  of  the  reason  for  this 
is  that  Modine  and  (to  some 
degree)  Cage  project  a  newer  male 
sensitivity  than  has  been  seen  in 
films  before.  It  is  not  only  not 
macho,  but  laced  with  a  large  dose 
of  sexual  ambiguity.  This  works  if 
the  actor  is  only  seen  in  relation¬ 
ship  to  women  (as  in  Hard  to 
Hold),  or  to  a  social  context  (like 
Sean  Penn  in  Bad  Boys),  but  wheil 
placed  in  a  male/male  relationship 
as  it  is  in  Birdy,  the  innate 
eroticism  becomes  too  hard  to 
avoid. 

Hollywood  has  traditionally 
tried  to  play  down  this  not  very 
marketable  homoeroticism.  Vision 
Quest  is  laced  with  homophobic 
incidents  and  remarks.  Birdy

to  gay  organizations,  support  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  bringing  cases  to 
court,  make  use  of  the  human 
rights  ordinances  in  existence,  and 
work  to  pass  a  statewide  lesbian 
and  gay  civil  rights  bill. 

Geno  Lipsky,  who  also  helped 
organize  the  conference  and  is  a 
member  of  the  steering  committee 
of  AAC,  was  diagnosed  with 
AIDS  in  late  I983.  He  has  had  two 
life-threatening  bouts  with  pneu¬ 
monia  in  that  time.  When  Lipsky 
returned  to  his  job  at  an  insurance 
company  after  his  first  illness,  he 
told  the  company  medical  depart¬ 
ment  that  he  was  being  treated  for 
skin  cancer.  However,  the  medical 
director  told  him  that  he  knew  Lip¬ 
sky  had  AIDS  and  that  he  had  bet¬ 
ter  “  ’fess  up  to  it.”  When  Lipsky 
returned  to  his  office  after  refusing 
to  answer,  he  was  shunned  by  co¬ 
workers  who  would  not  share  the 
water  fountain,  the  phones  or  a 
computer  terminal  with  him.  He 
was  required  to  provide  letters 
from  his  health  care  providers  say¬ 
ing  he  would  not  infect  his  co¬ 
workers. 


Lipsky’s  company  eventually 
tried  to  get  him  to  work  at  home. 
When  he  refused,  he  was  offered 
his  own  office,  which  he  also 
refused.  Eventually,  Lipsky’s 
supervisor  increased  his  work  load 
and  threatened  to  give  him  a  poor 
work  evaluation  when  he  couldn’t 
keep  up.  When  the  company  of¬ 
fered  him  full  medical  benefits  if 
he  would  leave,  Lipsky  said  he  ac¬ 
cepted,  for  two  reasons.  First,  he 
was  afraid  he  might  no  longer  have 
the  stamina  to  keep  up  with  the  in¬ 
creased  workIoad.He  wasafraid  of 
being  fired  and  losing  everything, 
including  much  needed  medical 
benefits.  Secondly,  Lipsky  des¬ 
cribed  his  work  environment  as 
“unsupportive”  and  added  ‘‘I 
didn’t  need  this,  it’s  enough  to 
have  the  illness  without 
this. . .  .They  were  pigs.” 

In  a  workshop  entitled  AIDS: 
The  challenge  to  friends,  families, 
and  lovers,  workshop  leaders  Joe 
Interrante,  Gail  Scharfman  and 
Mike  Ward  talked  about  their  ex¬ 
periences  in  their  relationships 
with  people  with  AIDS.  Interrante 
said  he  would  subtitle  the  work¬ 


shop  ‘‘creative  coping.”  Inter¬ 
rante,  whose  lover  Paul  died  of 
AIDS  seven  months  after  he  was 
diagnosed,  said,  ‘‘It’s  an  intense 
experience,  issues  got  compressed 
into  a  seven-month  period.  He 
aged  20  to  30  years  in  those  seven 
months.” 

Saying  that  the  illness  ‘‘rear¬ 
ranges  the  rhythms  of  daily  life 
and  structures  daily  activities,”  he 
nonetheless  urged  that  time  be  set 
aside  to  talk  about  relational  and 
emotional  issues.  He  also  em¬ 
phasized,  as  did  Scharfman  and 
Ward,  that  the  workload  be  shared 
with  friends.  ‘‘You  will  get  frus¬ 
trated  and  tired,”  said  Interrante. 
‘‘Don’t  feel  guilty.  Get  rest  and 
help  from  other  people.  Give 
yourself  a  rest.” 

Ward,  whose  lover  was  diagnos¬ 
ed  eleven  months  before  he  died, 
said,  ‘‘It  was  a  hard  way  to  lose 
somebody.  But  we  had  a  chance  to 
go  through  a  lot  of  passages  to¬ 
gether.”  Ward  told  the  audience 
he  and  Mark  relied  on  their  ‘‘gay 
family.”  ‘‘Mark’s  friends,  said 
Ward,  ‘‘made  a  list  of  things  they 
could  do.  They  said  we’II  do  it 


when  you  need  it,  and  we’II  butt 
out  when  you  don’t.” 

Gail  Scharfman,  whose 
longtime  friendship  with  Bob  led 
her  to  manage  his  affairs  when  he 
became  ill,  said  they  ‘‘worked 
hard  to  keep  life  as  normal  as 
possible.  We  used  old  ways  of  cop¬ 
ing  and  new  ways.”  Scharfman 
drew  laughter  from  the  audience 
when  she  described  how  they 
would  make  cocktails  every  night 
and  then  not  drink  them. 

Both  Scharfman  and  Ward  said 
they  wished  they  had  worked 
harder  to  ‘‘bring  [blood]  families 
in.”  Both  felt  they  had  reached 
closure  in  their  own  relationship, 
something  Mark  and  Bob  had  not 
accomplished  with  their  families. 
Said  Ward,  ‘‘I  have  regrets  I  didn’t 
bring  the  family  in  more.  If  you’re 
in  a  position  to  help  with  that  kind 
of  closing,  do.” 

Ward  said  a  hard  thing  for  him 
to  learn,  was  when  to  take  over. 
And  Interrante  said,  “Just 
because  a  person  has  AIDS 
doesn’t  mean  they’re  always 
right.”  He  added  “You  have  to 
work  things  out,  you  may  ad¬ 


vocate  a  position,  but  ultimately  it 
was  up  to  Paul.”  Ward  said,  “He 
and  I  learned  to  say  ‘no’  when  peo¬ 
ple  were  overly  solicitous,  overly 
helpful.  But  the  more  you  let  other 
people  help  you,  the  more  healthy 
you’ll  come  through  the  process 
yourself.” 

In  his  advice  on  bringing  the 
relationship  to  closure.  Ward  said, 
“Ask  them  if  there’s  anything  they 
need  to  say.  Ask  yourself  that, 
too,  so  you’re  not  left  holding  the 
bag.” 

Members  of  the  audience  talked 
about  their  experiences.  One  man 
expressed  regret  that  he  hadn’t 
confronted  sooner  the  emotional 
and  relational  issues  with  a  friend 
who  died  of  AIDS.  “Do  it  now,” 
advised  the  man.  “You  don’t  have 
a  lot  of  time.  I  should  have  written 
him  a  letter  when  I  found  out 
about  his  diagnosis.  I  waited 
because  I  was  afraid  to  say  the 
wrong  thing.  Well,  say  it,  even  if 
it’s  wrong.  I  wish  I  hadn’t  waited 
until  the  night  before  hi^  death.”

Representatives  from  Stone¬ 
wall,  Greater  Cincinnati  Gay/Les¬ 
bian  Coalition,  and  AIDS

Stonewall  distributed  a  transcript 
of  Blackwell’s  radio  talk  and  asked 
lesbians  and  gay  men  to  express 
their  “disgust,  anger,  and  indigna¬ 
tion”  to  other  council  members. 

Local  gay  and  lesbian  leaders 
consider  Blackwell’s  move  the 
opening  shot  in  the  current 
Council  race.  Blackwell,  who  won 
the  most  GOP  votes  in  1980,  is  up 
for  re-election  this  November. 


ence  protests  if  Congress  passes 
funds  for  the  “contras”  this 
spring. 

When  asked  after  the  rally  to 
comment  on  why  gay  men  and 
lesbians  should  be  involved  in 
solidarity  work,  Perrigo  res¬ 
ponded,  “A  lot  of  gay  people 
have  taken  active  leadership 
roles  in  the  resistance  move¬ 
ment  in  the  U.S.  For  myself  it’s 
not  an  abstract  altruistic  ges¬ 
ture,  but  it’s  because  we  know 
that  what’s  at  stake  in  Nicara¬ 
gua  is  crucial  to  the  progressive 
struggle  around  the  world.  If 
we  lose  Nicaragua,  we’re  all 
really  in  trouble.  In  regards  to 
gay  people  in  particular, 
Nicaragua  represents  an  un¬ 
precedented  potential.  Many 
Nicaraguans,  both  straight  and 
gay,  have  indicated  to  me  that 
peace  in  Nicaragua  would  ac¬ 


tually  see  the  emergence  of  a 
gay  movement.  And  that’s  in¬ 
credible!” 

A  number  of  lesbian  and 
mixed  gay/straight  groups 
joined  the  procession  of  affinity 
groups  pledging  to  engage  in 
legal  and/or  civil  disobedience 
demonstrations  in  the  event  of- 
“contra”  funding  passing  the 
Congress.  Cathy  Hoffman, 
representing  a  predominately 
lesbian  group,  declared,  “We 
pledge  to  commit  civil  disobe¬ 
dience  if  the  U.S.  does  not  stop 
its  war  against  the  people  of 
Central  America.  In  particular, 
as  lesbians  we  pledge  our  resis¬ 
tance  as  long  as  the  U.S.  con¬ 
tinues  to  intervene  on  the 
wrong  side  of  liberation  strug¬ 
gles  around  the  world.”

handles  the  matter  a  little  more 
honestly.  At  one  point  Cage  tells 
an  Army  doctor  that  he  and 
Modine  weren’t  “queer  for  each 
other,”  and  at  several  points  in  the 
film  Cage  expresses  an  interest  in 
“chicks,”  even  though  it  is  quite 
clear  that  his  buddy  is  merely  in¬ 
terested  in  birds.  But  no  matter 
what  they  do,  there  is  no  way  to 
avoid  the  emotional  impact  of  the 
fully  clothed  Cage,  madonna-like, 
holding  the  crumpled,  and  naked 
Modine  in  his  arms  in  a  stark  white 
hospital  room.  Perhaps  the  film¬ 
makers  think  this  is  an  homage  to 
male  friendships,  maybe  a  new  up¬ 
date  on  teenage  angst,  or  an  anti¬ 
war  drama.  Whichever  way  you 
look  at  it,  it  still  plays  like  a  gay 
love  story. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  see 
what  would  happen  if  Hollywood 
threw  marketing  principles  to  the 
wind  and  decided  to  give  Modine  a 


film  in  which  his  character  was  sex¬ 
ually  ambiguous,  to  actually  play 
with  that  aspect  of  his  screen  per¬ 
sona.  I  suspect  that  because  of  his 
acting  ability  and  screen  presence, 
audiences  would  actually  accept  it. 


Certainly  it  would  be  less 
homophobic  than  Vision  Quest 
and  have  less  extraneous 
(heterosexual)  material  and 
generally  ring  a  lot  more  honest 
than  Birdy.

Notes 

sister  of  fire 

Marty  Kingsbury’s  Sister  of  Fire 
begins  with  a  sputter  and  doesn’t  begin 
to  burn  steadily  until  the  end  of  the  se¬ 
cond  act  when  Siva  Gitan  (Ilona 
Kuphal),  a  novice  healer,  and  Claire 
McPherson  (Phoebe  Barnes),  a  mid¬ 
wife,  face  the  death  of  a  sister  “keeper 
of  the  old  ways’’  and  threats  to  their 
own  safety  from  local  witchhunters. 

Rapid  scene  shifts  between  three 
sets  visible  to  the  audience  and  the 
casual  entrance  of  the  initial  actors 
contribute  to  the  play’s  slow  start. 
Directive  lighting  and  a  more  confident 
opening  by  Kali  (Suri  Cornelia  Ooft),  a 
tavern  keeper,  and  Jenkins  (Rick  Bis- 
quit  Roth),  a  man,  would  ease  this 
rough  beginning.  All  the  actors  gain 
credibility  and  spark  by  intermission 
and  deliver  a  solid  ending. 

Sister  of  Fire  tells  the  tale  of  Siva,  a 
part-gypsy  healer  of  horses,  as  she 
learns  to  practice  her  craft  caring  for 
people.  She  is  aided  by  the  insight  of 
Jada  (Carol  Fusco),  a  gypsy,  the  friend¬ 
ships  of  Kali  and  Claire,  and  hampered 
by  the  threats  of  Matthew  Hamilton 
(David  Dunne),  the  town’s  witchhunter, 
and  his  cohort,  Jenkins.  Siva  learns  the 
art  against  the  forecast  of  her  own  exe¬ 
cution  as  a  witch. 

Kingsbury,  author  of  Closer  to  Utopia 
and  director  of  Roses  for  a  Knight  by 
Jesse  Mavro,  performed  locally  in  1984, 
uses  this  worthwhile  story  to  show  the 
courage  and  terror  of  being  a  woman 
who  was  different  and  thus  suspected 
of  practicing  witchcraft  in  Jamesian 
Engiand  during  1605-1606.  This  dif¬ 
ferences  included  any  woman  who  was 
sexual,  nonchristina,  a  spinster, 
literate,  a  healer  or  otherwise 
remarkable.  Historians  have  estimated 
as  many  as  9  million  European  women 
were  murdered  between  1400  and  1700 
out  of  superstition  and  fear. 

The  play  is  laced  with  ambivalent 
suggestions  of  lesbian  relationships 
between  the  women.  The  most 
developed  of  these  is  the  friendship  be¬ 
tween  Siva  and  Kali.  Kali,  the  tavern 
keeper,  offers  refuge  and  support  to 
Siva.  When  Siva  talks  of  wanting  to  go 
to  Stonehenge,  Kali  warns  her  that  it  is 
too  dangerous.  When  Siva  says  she 
loves  her.  Kali  says,  “then  do  it  right 
and  live.’’  Despite  such  lines,  their  con¬ 
nection  seems  stiff  and  distant.  It  is 
hard  to  believe  they  might  be  lovers. 

In  another  possibly  lesbian  scene, 
Claire,  persuasive  as  a  midwife  and 
healer,  tells  the  last  words  of  a  friend, 
Sarah  Rebecca,  who  died  in  childbirth 
—  “it  wasn’t  evil,’’  and  obliquely 
describes  an  empassioned  summer 
they  spent  gathering  herbs  together. 
It’s  unclear  whether  Sarah  Rebecca’s 
denial  of  evil  was  made  in  reference  to 
lesbianism  or  witchcraft  —  perhaps  the 
ambiguity  was  intended  to  imply  a  con¬ 
nection. 

Matthew  Hamilton  (David  Dunne),  as 
the  witchhunter,  gives  a  convincing  per¬ 
formance,  particularly  in  the  scene  in 
which  he  is  deliriously  ill.  Siva  is  good, 
although  heavy  throughout. 

The  play,  directed  by  Justine  Lewis 
and  produced  by  Cauldron  Produc¬ 
tions/Echo  Project,  can  be  seen 
through  April  6  at  the  Old  Cambridge 
Baptist  Church,  1151  Mass.  Ave.,  Cam¬ 
bridge.  The  show  begins  at  8  p.m., 
Fridays  and  Saturdays.  For  information 
or  reservations  call  661-7263.
